Such action on the art of the city authorities would greatly nim 


piify the problem of handling the congested travel during the period 


when thou ands of motor cars are driven into Sedalia and would mini­ 


mize to a wonderful extent the probability of serious accidents. 


For the la? I two or three years, during fair week, Barrett and Carr 


a f Mi u p s f r o m Broadway to Sixteenth street, have been designated as 


one-way Hallie ways, greatly expediting the travel of motor cars and 


o th e r vehicles between the city’s downtown district and the state fair 
grounds. 


Putting tin* same restrictions into effect on Ohio avenue for the 


week of the fair would necessitate the appointment of a num ber of 


e i t r a traf ic officers, but the resultant simplifying of traffic and lessen­ 


ing of danger to m otor cars and pedestrians would be well w'orth the 
extra expense.
